October 17th,’ 1912.) at. roo clock 
AGM. Rey. A: Lai: Weeks» presiding. > Rev: '5:. Cox) assist- 
ing; Rev. H. Dudley, Pastor in charge.

Devotional exercises were conducted by Revs. 8S. L. Mann 
and T. M. Gaskill. First hymn; No. 555, ‘‘How beautiful 
are the feet,” etc., by Rev. Mann. Reading the 4th chapter 
of Paul to the Ephesians by Rev. Gaskill. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. ‘M., W. Wynn: Second hymn No.:531,; “‘In all my 
Lord;s appointed ways,” etc., by Rev. S. L. Mann. After a 
few remarks by Moderator Weeks, the association was de- 
clared open for business.

TRUSTEES REPORT. 


The Annual Report of the Trustees of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina Industrial Institute of James City, N. C., of the N. B. E. 
M. B. Association of N. C., for this school year beginning October 
15th, 1911, and ending October 17th, 1912. The Trustees desire to 
make their report to this Association as it is their duty so to do: 

The Trustees have met in two meetings for the transacting of 
business for The A. and N. C. I. I. November 8th, 1911, and Septem- 
ber 25th, 1912. 

At the first meeting the Trustees decided not to have any school 
taught this school year, because the school building was not fit to 
teach school in before repairing it. and seeing that it would take 
nearly all the money they had or would get this school year to repair 
the building, so they put off the teaching. 

After thoroughly examining the building they saw that it would 
take $66.60 to complete the repairing on the building and putting 
chimney inside of the house, 3 feet above the top, and with the $30.50 
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that already had been paid out to buy thematerials, such as lumber, 
bricks, lime and paying drayage, etc, and doing some work on 
the building by Mr. Jesse Martin was $30,50, and then the Trustees 
let the balance of the work out by contract to Prof. H. H. Pender to 
be completed by the first Monday in November, 1912, by paying him 
$18.05 to begin with, to which an order was drawn on the school 
treasurer, W. F. Bell, October 1st, 1912, for $18.05, part payment on 
$36.10, that making $66.60 the work will cost, and the other $18.05 is 
to be paid when the work of repairing is finished. 


The Trustees decided to open the school the first Monday in Nov- 
ember, 1912, with Prof. H. H. Pender principal, was elected to teach 
for the sum of $30 per month for a term of 4 months or more. 

Deacon Marshall Keys of the Missionary Baptist church of Orien- 
tal, was elected to fill the vacancy of Bro. Nathan Whitney of the 
Trustees, caused by death. 


The amount of money received from the Executive Board for the 
school the sum of $68.30. 


The amount of money paid out was $57.30 for school purposes.

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EDUCATIONAL SERMON. 


Subject: CHILDREN GET WISDOM. 


Delivered October 20th, 1972, 
by Rev. H. M. Stovall, D. D. 


Text, Proverbs 9, 1: ‘‘A wise son maketh a glad father, but a foolish 
son is the heaviness of his mother. ”’ 

My presence here this morning tells you that I appreciate the 
great honor which you have bestowed upon me for this momentous 
occasion. 

I appreciate it first, because it comes from a race of people with 
which God in eternity identified me, the ability and greatness of 
which I am truly proud. I appreciate it secondly, because it comes 
from the State on whose soil our mothers and fathers suffered untold 
misery. In 1861 their prayers and groans came up before God. 
God was making ready to shake the fetters of slavery from four mil- 
lion human souls, by baptizing the South in blood, and taking away 
the very armor in which she trusted, whose citizens I love as breth- 
ren. I appreciate it thirdly, because it calls upon me, God’s humble 
servant, to give tribute toa people who forty-nine years ago shook 
off slavery’s chains, walked out of the house of bondage into the glo- 
rious field of freedom and liberty. In 1862 this entire land and 
country was overturned in confusion, and the whole nation rocked in 
a cradle of great fear and lamentation. 

The South was divided against the North, and the highlands 
became rivers of blood. 

Fred Douglass had thrown his thunder bolts of oratory across 
the broad land of Europe, and wrapped the whole country in a man- 
tle of sympathy for the American slaves. Slavery, with all of its ill 
effects, had not beaten cut of the Negro, as Lincoln thought, the last 
vestige of courage, it had only made him mad, and inspired him for 
war, therefore, with greater courage than Nat. Turner could have 
ever had with his limited host, he shouldered the musket and gath- 
ered his bayonet at the command of the chief, and walked on the 
field of battie and in two years after, Lee handed his sword to 
Grant, declaring never again to raise his hand in rebellion. War 
subsided and peace came, but the country was left in despair. Can 
any good things come out of Nazareth? Did the Negro regard his 
freedom as the mere privilege to gamble, steal, and hug the wine 
cup? No, a thousand times no. He regarded it as the privilege to 
labor and amass wealth for the good of himself, fellowmen and coun- 
try. He soon grasped the idea that to be an independent man and 
intelligent citizen was to be self sustaining. 

They worked at very low wages, men fifty cents per day, and 
women twenty-five cents. 
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Those who wished to be more independent rented lands, much 
pine thickets and oak forests were cleared, but the white man worked 
figures while the negro worked his muscles, counted one for himself 
and naught for the negro. When pay day came he took the corn and 
left the negro the shucks, he took the cotton and the negro the stalk, 
he the meat and the negro the bone. 

Through all of this the negro struggled and to-day in the South 
they own over Four Hundred Thousand (400,000) acres of land, many 
fine houses, stock beyond numbers and bank deposits unknown, and 
this day we are serving God under our own vine and fig tree. 

Down to the subject—Children get Wisdom. First, our children. 
Rev. 12: 6, ‘‘And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she had 
a place prepared of God, that they should feed her there a thousand 
two hundred and three score days.’’ Mothers first, if you want 
great men and women, stay on your knees in prayer to God, and 
keep them under such teachers as we have here to-day. If I am 
worth anything to this community, to God and myself, don’t give 
credit to me, but to her who sleeps in yonder cemetery. 

Second. Satan after our Children. Rev. 7, ‘‘And there was 
war in Heaven, Michael and his angels fought against the dragon, 
and the dragon fought and his angels.’’ Rev. 9, *‘And the great 
dragon was cast out, that old serpent called the Devil.”’ 


Third. Mothers in great need of help in properly bringing up 
their children. 

Fourth. Otber parents must help to raise the children. 

Fifth. The school room must help. 

Sixth. The Church must help. 

Seventh. The Pulpit must help. Dr. Weeks I commenced you 
for your great and noble work, for which rising generations will 
call you blessed. 


The negro with all of his faithfulness does not ask to be exoner- 
ater above all others, but that only he be given a fair representation 
in all places and at all times. Having said so much about the past 
and present things, the thought is suggested to me that many would 
ask what of the future? The future is bright and lovely. Judging 
it by the past, we must presume that rich things are in store. 

As for the negro, he carries his destiny in his own hands, what 
he is to be, or possess, depends irresistibly upon his own effort. If 
you would be noble, work to make the way. If you would be happy, 
seek to find the brighter day. 

‘*Though your way be dark and dreary, 
And your heart be sick with fear, 

Never stop in clouds to wonder, 

Though you have to shed a tear.”’ 

Therefore, fellow citizens, seeing that we were one in creation 
and all are still one in existence, let us bow in humble submission 
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to Almighty God, and say ‘‘yea Lord, Thou hath made of one blood 
all nations of men to dwell upon all the face of the earth, and extin- 
guish the burning flames of prejudice that have been scorching our 
souls, and arise, shake hands in union, join hearts in love, and fel- 
lowship, and work manfully to one common end, namely, the good of 
our country. Then will the glad sound be heard all over the land, 
from pole to pole. The lion and the lamb together lie, and all are 
led by a little child’s hand. 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good report, 
if there be any praise, think on these things.

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Rules of Order. 


1. On the meeting of the Association the President of the pre- 
ceding session shall preside until his successor is made known. In 
case of his absence the Vice-President fills his seat. 


2. Each session of the Association shall be opened and closed 
with prayer. 

3. At each daily session the proceedings of the business session 
shall be read, and the names of the delegates shall be called; and 
no person speaking shall be interrupted until he is done speaking, 
unless he is out of order. 

4. The members shall observe towards the officers and each other 
that courtesy that becomes Christians, and the person speaking shall 
in no wise reflect on the person who spoke before him, but shall ex- 
press his idea. 

5. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the 
President. He shall confine himself strictly to the subject nnder de- 
bate and avoid all personalities. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question 
without permission from the President. 

7. All motions seconded shall be definitely stated by the Presi- 
dent before discussion, and no brother shall be at liberty to whisper 
during the time another brother is speaking. 

8. No motion shall be withdrawn after-its discussion. The 
President shall not interrupt any member or prohibit his speaking 
until he gives his idea on the subject, unless he violates the rules of 
the Association. 

9. When a question is under discussion no motion or proposition 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay on the table, to amend or 
postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall have preference in 
the order in which they are stated. 

10. After a motion is decided, any member having voted in the 
majority, may move for a reconsideration. 

11. No member shall absent himself during the session of the As- 
sociation, without permission of the President, and no one shall take 
final leave of absence without permission from the Association. If 
anyone shall do so, their absence shall be noticed in the minutes. 


12. All questions except such as relate to the constitution shall be 
decided by a majority of votes. 

13. This Association shall have the right to decide what subject 
shall be admitted to its consideration. 

14. These Rules of Order may be altered or amended at any ses- 
sion of the Association by a majority of votes. 
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Rules of Decorum for the Churches. 


1. We will hold four council meetings in the year for the trans- 
action of business; also special meetings whenever requisite. 

2. The names of members shall be called at every regular meet- 
ing, and there shall be due notice taken of the absence of those who 
evince a disposition to absent themselves. 

3. Atevery council, the Pastor, in his right of office shall pre- 
side as Moderator, and in case of his absence, the council shall ap- 
point a Moderator, pro tem, who shall open the council with devotion- 
al exercises. 

4. The Clerk shall keep a Church book in which all the proceed- 
ings of the council shall be faithfully transcribed, and atevery regu- 
lar meeting the minutes of the preceding meeting shall be read 
immediately after the names are called. 

5. An invitation shall be given to the Brethren of our faith and 
order to sit with us in council whoshall enjoy all the privileges of the 
meeting except that of voting. 

6. Every subject for the consideration of the council shall be in- 
troduced by a motion, which when seconded shall be debated and 
acted upon, unless withdrawn by the mover. 

7. Every speaker shall rise and address the Moderator by the 
appelation of brother, and continue his remarks to the subject under 
debate, and shall not be allowed to speak more than twice on one 
subject, except by permission of the church. 

8. No member shall withdraw from the council without permis- 
sion from the Moderator. 

9. It shall be required that in all matters of difference between 
members, before complaint is made to the Church, the aggrieved par- 
ty shall have duly attended to the instruction of our Lord’s Gospel 
recorded by St. Matthew, 11th chapter, 16th, 17th and 18th verses, 
and public offenses or such as operate against the peace of the church 
shall be the subject of discipline. 

10. All questions submitted to the council shall be decided by a 
majority of votes, except receiving members to fellowship; and any 
question may be reconsidered upon the motion of anyone who voted 
in the affirmative. 

11. The Moderator shall propound all questions for vote—shall 
keep the speaker to the subject under debate—may express his own 
views, after others are done speaking, and see that these rules are 
faithfully observed. 

12. These Rules of Decorum may be altered or amended by a vote 
of two-thirds of the whole church. 

Resolved, That this council recommend the adoption of the forego- 
ing Rules to all the Churches that comprise this body. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Gr THE 


New Bern Eastern Missionary Baptist Association. 


Article 1. This Asscciation shall be denominated and known as 
the New Bern Eastern Missionary Baptist Association. Officers to 
be elected on the last day ef the session. 

Art. 2. The object of this Association shal! be the promotion of 
Christ’s Kingdom among men; and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict cenformity te the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of ministers and dele- 
gates chosen by the Churches connected with it, each Church being 
entitled to two delegates. The Elders shall pay $1.00; Licentiates 
75 cents, and Delegates 25 cents when their names are enrolled, the 
money to be used for the benefit of the Institute only, and that any 
delegates or ministers being absent when the roll is called they shall 
pay a fine of 10 cents, without a lawful excuse. There shall be nine 
Trustees appointed with the Moderator who shall make their annual 
report of the financial condition of the Institute. Hach Sabbath 
school will send a collection to the Association fer the Institution. 

Art. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter certi- 
fying their appointment, and communicating informatien relative to 
the state of the church. The delegatesfrom each church shall beara 
letter stating the condition of the church, also number of members 
that have been excommunicated, number that have been received by 
letter, number that have been baptized, number deceased, number 
dismissed by letter, number ef male and number of female members. 
total number of membership, and amount sent to the Association. 
The Pastor shall see that 10 cents is collected from each member and 
sent to the Association, 7 cents shall be forthe benefit of the Institute 
and 3 cents to be used for the Association only. 

Art. 5. The Officers of this Asseciation shall be a President and 
Vice-President, Secretary and Corresponding Secretary, Executive 
Board, Trustee Board and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen 
from among its members by ballot or acclamation, a majority of the 
members voting, and continue in office until their successors are 
elected. All officers of this Association shall be responsible to this 
Association for their conduct and shall report annually to this body. 
The duty of all of the officers of the Association shall be prescribed 
by the Association in its constitution. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the President to enforce an observ> 
ance of the constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide 
all questions of order, give his opinion on any question under discus- 
sion after others have spoken, and give the casting vote in case of a 
tie. He shall be ex-officio chairman of all the boards. The duty of 
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the President shall be performed by the Vice-President in the ab— 
sence of the President. The Vice-President shall assist the Presi— 
dent in presiding. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Reeording Secretary to record! 
the proceeditigs of each annual session, and to superintend the print-- 
ing and distribution of the minutes; to*receive and take account of all 
monies sent up’ by churches at the Association, turning over the same’ 
to the Treasurer. All monies received by the Secretary shall be’ 
turned over to the Treasurer of that Fund' fcr which it is designated.. 
He shafl report to the Association at its annual session the business- 
he transacted in the absence cf the body. 

Art. 8 It shall be the duty of the Freasurer to: receive’ ali funds: 
sent by the Churches or collected during the’ session of this: body, and 
disburse the same as ordered by the Association. He shall also: 
make to the Asscciation an annual report of the condition of the 
Treasury, and he shall give a bond of security of the same. 

Art. 9% This Association sliall appoint an Executive Committee 
consisting of not less:than 7 cr more than S members; which commit 
tee shall have the superintendance of Association missions and col- 
portage. They shall have power to disburse all sums paid by the 
Treasurer of the A'ssociation for the objects under their charge and! 
during intervals between the meeting of this body to receive and dis~ 
burse funds for those objects ard to'take such steps for their advance 
ment as they shalt deem advisable, and shall make an anntal report 
to the Association of their doings. They shall have power to take up 
all grievances of the churches and pastors comprising this Associa- 
tion, and cali them to trial, and give them a fair and scriptual trial, 
and if they fail to hear the advice of the Executive Committee, them 
they shall pass their judgment upon them or they may withdraw 
fight hand of fellowship from therm and refer their charge to the As- 
sociation. The expenses of the Executive Committee in taking up: 
erievanees of the churshes and pastor shal! be paid by the parties: 
concerned as far as possible and shall not be borne by the Associa- 
fion General Funds, uniess in the opinion of the body, the matter was. 
of general interest to the Association. 

Art. 10. This Association shall not maintain fellowship with any 
of her churehes which neglect to preserve Gospel order, and if any 
church patronize with the said churches that are out of Gospel order 
this Association shall call them to trial, and if they fail to hear te 
the Asseciation this Association shall deal with them according te 
the 18th chapter of St. Matthew. 

Art. 11. This Association may invite visitors and corresponding 
brethren to seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the Asso- 
ciation except that of voting. 


Art. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence 
on Thursday before the 3rd Lord’s day in October, at such place as 
may be chosen. 
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Art. T3. By appointment of this Association there shail be an in 
‘troductory sermon, a Temperance sermon, and an Educational ser- 
smon. The Introductory sermon shall be preached the first day at10 
-o’clock A. M., before organizing. 

Art. 14. This Asseciation shall-net fellowship any church or pas- 
‘tor that shall receive lawfully excommunicated members from any 
-church.ef the same faith and-erder, and the pastor of said churek 
‘that composes this Association shall.give a letter of dismission to any 
smembers of ‘their.church or-churches, ‘to unite with-any-ether church 
-of the same faith and order. 

Art. 45. This Association shall endorse three modes of dismission. 
lst, By letter. A member may receive a letter-of commendation or 
dismission from *he:church:ef which he er she is amember, and with 
the same unite with any ether church of the same faith and order, 
and when se united he or she ‘is ne longer a member of the former 
church. 2nd, By exclusion. When the church ‘in the exercises of its 
lawful discipline withdraws the hand ef fellowship frem any one of 
its members, he er ske is thenceforth ne lenger a member, and no 
church or pastor of this Association shall receive them. 3rd, By 
death. The death of a member of ceurse disselves their connection 
-here on earth. 


Art. 16. This Association recommends te ‘her churches that the 
‘churehes that this Associatien is composed of shall net from this 
‘date henceforth elect or ordain any brother to deacenship that can 
not read the Scriptures distinctly. No church and pastor shall 
license or ordain any brother for the ministry of the Gospel except 
he read the Scriptures distinctly. 


Art. 17. Whereas, we have a Woman’s Association working under 
the auspices of this Association, and whereas, we have a Woman’s 
Old Aged Society working under the auspices of this Association, 
Resolved, that they be made a part of this Association. 


Art. 18. The Trustee Beard shall have the power to enter inte 
articles of agreement with any corporation, individuals or friends 
for the success of the Atlantic and North Carelina Institute, provided 
however they shall not deed away the property ef the Association 
without the consent of the body. 

Art. 19. The Executive Committee shall have ne power whatever 
of the Trustee Board and shall net in any way interfere with it in 
the discharge of its duty, nor any other general efficer of the Asso 
lation. 

Art. 20. The Hyde County Institute shall have 20 per cent. of the 
Educational money actually brought up to the Association annually 
for the purpose. 


Art. 21. Any church or churches who have been granted a lettet 
or letters or petition, to join another or organize another Asseciation, 
and when that has been done such a church or churches are entirely 
out from under the jurisdiction or watch care ef this Asseciation, 
and before they can have any voice in this Association again they 
must bring a petition or letters of recommendation from the Associa 
tion they joined to this Association to join as though they had never 
been members of this Association.
